Mrs. Golda Meir will present her 
new 23-man Cabinet to the Knesset 
at 11 o'clock this morning, and wil) 
ask for a vote of confidence. 

The House Committee fixed seven 
hours for the debate on the Prime 
Minister's statement, but the argu- 
ment will probably drag on much 
jonger. 

Mrs. Meir will also present the 
Government policy programme ham- 
mered out between the coalition par- 
ties during five weeks of negotia- 
tions. After Mrs. Meir receives her 
vote of confidence she is due this 
evening to escort her Ministers to 
Beit Hanassi, to present them for- 
mally to President Ephraim Katzir. 

The “government guidelines” — 
the statement of basic policies which 
every new government issues — 
were being finalized over the week- 
end and one senior minister said 
it was presenting no last-minute 
problems. The two issues which had 
caused the sharpest and most pro- 
longed inter-party wrangling during 
the nine weeks of coalition nego- 
tiations would be handled according 
to the agreements reached by the 
three coalition partners — Labour, 
NRP and ILP.

Again no 
damage was caused and fire was not 
returned, 

The only time Israel forces did re- 
turn fire over the weekend was when 
the Syrians attacked an Israel patrol 
near Tel Mari with several Sagger 
anti-tank missiles at 1115 on Friday 
morning, The missiles missed their 
target. Israel artillery was called 
into action to cover the patrol while 


it extricated itself from the area. 

Damascus Radio interrupted a re- 
gular newscast yesterday afternoon 
to announce that Syrian forces had 
destroyed an Lerael bulldozer and one 
other unindentified vehicle “which 
had attempted to push forward and 
strengthen advanced positions.” An 
Israel army spokesman denied that 
damage was caused.

Syrian Christians protest 
killing of 4 Jewish women 


PARIS, — A French newspaper said 
yesterday that the four Syrian Jew- 
ish women, who were ‘ll- 
ed Tast week, had been shain in 
Damascus, perhaps ‘by Syrian ex- 
tremists opposed to the Middle Hast 
policy of President Hafez Assad. An 
earlier report said the bodies of 
the women had been found near 
the Syrian-Lebanon border and then 
taken ‘to Damascus. 

Citing a “sure source,” the “Le 
Figaro” newspaper sald the bodies 
οὗ the women weer found in a street 
of the Jewish quarter. 

Several dozen Jews left their

Sudan trial for 
eight terrorists 


KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP). — Bight 
Black September terrorists — ac- 
cused of Killing American Ambassa- 
dor Cleo Noel and two other dipic- 
mats — were committed for trial to 
a higher court yesterday. 

The magistrate’s hearing was 
opened last September and had since 
continued intermittently. 

The eight — all Palestinians — 
face six charges, including the first 
degree murder of Noel, his assistant 
George Curtis Moore, and Belgium 
Charge d'Affaires Guy Eid. 

The three died after terrorists 
broke into a Saudi Arabian Embassy 
reception last March and held the 
diplomats hostage for a day. 

During the hearing two main wit- 
nesses, both Arab diplomats, refused 
to give evidence, But the prosecution 
has 15 other witnesses and claims 
the defendants made confessions.

‘Correlations’: Design 
methodology exhibit 


“CORRELATIONS,’* a new show 
at the Sara Gilat Gallery in Jeru- 
salem, is a demonstration of design 
methodology by two guest teachers 
at the Bezalel Academy of Design. 
Eleanor Eick and Steve Maron have 
been instructors in basic design at 
mang for the last ae. cet 
8. positive and practi 
contribution to one of the most 
of the new 
Academy. A similar exhibit by them 
was first seen at the closed exhi- 
Dition held at the School of Design 
at the end of the previous academic 


year. 
Correlation, the mutual or :reci- 
procal relation of two or more 
parts, measurements or information, 
is basic to an understanding of 
design. Today’s designer must also 
integrate his information with his 
forms, or use forms to disseminate 
information. This show deals with 
both aspects and physically it con- 
sists chiefly of a myriad drawings 


and written (English) sentences 
dashed off with great panache 
using a felt-tip marker on seem- 
ingly endless rolls’ of paper hung 
or folded around the gallery. Some 
of the perspective drawings have 
been translated into a perspective 
arrangement ‘based on cube forms 
seen as lines, “drawn” on the wall 


with coloured tape. (Correlation co-" 


efficients cam also be expressed as 
mathematical statistics. This can 
further be developed or expreased 
mathematically for computer ana- 
lysis by giving each area or side 
of a form a mathematical code.) 
The basic introduction to an 
understanding of variations on a 
form igs here uothing more than 
clever drawings of geometric forms 
in good old-fashioned near- 
isometric perspective. Things get 
more complicated when basic forms 
are cut, Separated and juxtaposed 
upside down, or lying on their sides. 
The method is developed logically, 


but its natural clanity is here 
somewhat lost by the designers’ in- 
tention to impress with the sheer 
weight and amount of information: 
everything drawn and written is 
deliberately crowded together. 

A lot of the captioning is really 
useful and occasionally even in- 
spired: phrases like looking for 
information “‘around, through ‘and 
against a form” stick in one's 
memory. The actual correlation of 
aims and information on some of 
the other sheets, however, often 
deliberately descends to hip talk 
and schoolboy level humour, viz. 
juxtaposition of masturbation with 
the concept of “Do it Yourself.” 
I was also disappointed that these 
two clever designers, who put this 
entire show together on the spot, 
did not make more imaginative use 
of the space at thelr disposal. There 
is at least free access to each 
sheet; and this is a didactic show 
worth seeing.

Oranges versus grapefruits 


To The Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The Citrus Marketing 
Board, according to a report in 
your issue of Fel 14, is pres- 
sing for additional subsidies amount- 
ing to about 100 million pounds. 

During the years 1957-1959, I pre- 
sented a plan to increase grapefruit 
groves instead of orange groves, as 
advocated by the Citrus Marketing 
Board. 


The latest published figures of 
the Bureau of Statistics for 1973 
bear out my case as to the profit- 
ability of grapefruit over oranges.
